the Enemy's Fire, he had the good Fortune 


to come off unhurt. 


Ter1s Prince himſelf was not more forward, 
in ſending Relations of this wonderful Succels, 
to the ſeveral Courts of Germany, than he was 


in attributing it chiefly to the Valour and Con- 


duct of the Duke of Marlborough ; I, my felt, 
have ſeen one of them to the Court of Zell, in 


which he is very ſanguine in his Praiſes of our

Wx mult not, however, attribute the Glory 
of this Day, wholly to our two great Com-

that the Enemy's Horſe was ſoon defeated, 
and cut in Pieces; And their Infantry being a- 
bandon'd in the Plain, had much ado to get 
away, in great Diſorder, between the Villages 
of Heiliſpeim and Gotfheven, where they met 
with the Reſt of their Army, and form'd them- 
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But, amongſt the Horſe, the Regiment of Bri— 
gadier Cadogan diſtinguiſh'd themſelves, having 
had the Honour to charge firſt; Which they 
did with ſuch Succeſs, that they defeated four 


Squadrons of Bavarian Guards, drove them 


thro' two Battalions of their own Foot, and 
took four Standards; And all this only with 


the Loſs of Lieutenant Auſtin, and ſome few 


Men. Nor was the Loſs of the other Troops 
greater in Proportion. The Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, having very much expos'd himſelf in 
the Action, was in great Danger of his Life: 


For as he was leading on ſeveral Squadrons, a 


French or Bavarian Officer quitted his Poſt, and 
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advanc'd Sword in Hand, to attack his Grace; 


But as he was raiſing himſelf upon his Stirrups, 


to reach him, he flung himſelf off of his Horſe, 
and was preſently kill'd. Monf. d' Auverguer- 
gue, in his Account of this Action, ſays, the 


Bavarian Horſe, which conſiſted of 24 Squa- 
drons, offering to oppoſe the Confederates, was 


almoſt entirely ruined, as was, likewiſe, the two

It was, as uſual, not brought together, 
beers the Month of Auguſt. It was then, in- 
deed, a fine one, and yet did not do very 
much. The French gave way, and retired be- 
fore them: Hagenau, and ſome other Places, 
were abandon'd by the French, and the /mpe- 
rialiſts took Poſſeſſion of them. A Blockade 
3 was laid to Fort Louis: But nothing was done 
by that Army, equal to their Numbers and 
Strength, or to the Reputation the Prince of 
Baden had formerly acquired. 
In Taly, Prince Eugene had again a melan- Afairsof 
choly Campaign.

rovided, and worſe paid: The French were
